STRANOE ST015V OF A 
STATUE. 

AFiffnre to which llallan Peas- 
unis Fi'uyt-d and Hi ^vhJch 
Yankees L.aiii;h. 

For the past forty year.s and more 
people have lauglied at tlie cold air 
and naked form of George Washington 
aa he.Hits in marble at the east front of 
the.dapitol. He has been the butt of 
all the jokoa of senators, representa- 
tives, strangers and guides for the past 
four decades, and even solemn Allen 
G. Thurinan lias aided in the ridicule. 
Still thif! statue lias a longer histcry 
than any other at the Oapitol, It was 
ordered by Congress at the end of An- 
drew Jackson's tirst term, and it took 
eight years for Horaiio Greenough to 
make it. He did the work in Florence, 
Italy, and he made the statue in a sit- 
ting posture instead of pedestrian, as 
the act, of Congress demanded. It was 
designed, you know, to stand in tiie 
centre of the rotunda inside the Cap- 
itol. Well, when it was completed, in 
1840, the next question was hov/ to 
get it from Italy to America. Con- 
gresa. haggled over it for somcj time, 
aad finally sent a nian of war to bring 
it from Genoa to Washington. In the 
meanwhile Mr. Greenough had started 
it on to Genoa. It weighed twelve tons, 
and it took twenty-two yoke of oxen 
to haul it. As it went on its way 
through Italy it is paid that the peas- 
ants thought it the iniuge of .some .saint 
and that here and theni they knelt and 
oro8B§^ their bruasts as it went by. 
Wh^n it gbt to Genoi, it was found 
that it was so lari/o that it could not 
begotten through tlie hatchway of the 
man-of-war which was to carry it to 
Washington, and a mt'rcluint vchhIo 
had to be chartered. At last it, arrived 
at the. iWa^hington navy yard, and 
Congress was horiBed to see their pe- 
destrian statue WHS sitting in a chair, 
and that it w.'is nude to the wai.st. 
Henry A. Wise then siiiil: "The man 
does not live, and never did live, who 
saw Washington without •his shirt," 
and th? country applauded the senti- 
meritf ' But the navy yard is not the 
Capitol, and it co.st S.5,000 to bring the 
statue from it to the rotunda. When 
it was gotten to the Ca|)itol doDrs it 
was found that tiie siiitiie, like the 
painting of the Vicar of Wakefield's 
family, was too large to go through. 
The masonry had to be cut away aid 
the door enlarged. When it was'tinal- 
ly put in is said the floor began to sink 
and a pedestal had to be built under it 
to support it. It was soon found, how- 
ever, that the rotunda was no place for 
it, and finally, after a number of re- 
movals, it was taken to where it now 
stands, in the bitter cold, bleak air of 
the Capitol plateau, where, the winds 
can howl out Washington's agony as 
they go tearing by, and where his 
nakedness has the "boundless arch of 
the sky" for a canopy. Originally the 
statue was to have cost §44,000, and 
this sum is considerably increased at 
every removal. — Washington Cor. 
Cleveland Leader.

THE NEWFOUNDLAND IISIIEJI- 
lES AND TUE PEOPLE WHO 
• SUBSIST BY THCM. 

The St. Johns', (N. F,), Mercury 
publislied lately a letter in which tlu; 
writer dwelt upon the increasing ])0v- 
crty of a largo nmnUer of ilie [icoplo, 
wlio subsinc from tishiiig along tlie const 
of Nevi-foundlanei. lit; Hlutcs that 
inureasB of po[)ulatioii is very luarktcl, 
wbilo there has bei!n littlo or no in- 
crease in the catch of dab. Owing to 
the want of soil along that part of die 
const, the people cannot add to tlioir 
resources even to the extent of cultiva- 
ting gardens, i'^ailing lisherics and low 
prices arc driving many to despair. 
•'They must einigrute or .starve," say.=( 
the writer. Suppliers will tnako no ad- 
vances except to a few safe dealers — 
the risk is too great. Tiioso who have 
ventured to make advanco.s Imve look- 
ed in vain for returns. Jt is not won- 
derful to tind, iicuoriHiiy lo tlii.s corres- 
pondent, tlmt the people wlio are iu 
.this poverty-stricken condition are 
anxious to leave a spot where famine 
threatens to exterminnti! Uiem. lJut 
thev have not the means of riMiioviil; 
and they have no i}lae<' to uhifli llicy 
could renlove with tin- ]iros|U'ct of im- 
provement. It aeema soini! forty faaiil- 
ies have unitedly applied to the Do- 
minion government to send a sleauier 
and carry them to some ])1nco where 
they can earn a livelihood. As thoy are 
not within the bounds of the .Dominion, 
it is very ini|)rol)able that there will 
be any response to their ap])lication. 
This is a sufficiently sad state of mat- 
ters — numbers of industrious men and 
women able and willing to work and 
there is no omplo\ ment for them. There 
they arc helplessly clinging to the 
rocks, hardly able to catch as much tish 
as will keep body and soul toj;etlier — 
utterly pauperized, livinc; in the most 
intense wretchedness —deteriorating 
physically and otherwise as the inevita- 
ble result of their exirenia poverty. 
When a worse season than usual oc- 
curs, thoy have nt^ither fooil nor cloth- 
ing and have to be la-pt from <lying of 
want bv poor relief or the coiiiributions 
of the charitable. This condition of 
things is equally true of scores of other 
looalitie^ where numbers of people are 
sunk in hopele-ss poverty, living in 
wretched homes and utterly unable to 
remove to any other place ■n hen;, un- 
• der a better condition of thing's, they 
might hope to earn a tlecent living. Of 
course we are speaking only of a sec- 
tion of our population, but we fear it 
is a rapidly increasing section. In no 
other country, not even in Ireland, 
could instances of more e.^trcme pover- 
ty and misery bo' found than around 
the shores of this island. While the 
great bulk of the people are fairly well 
to do, there is a class steeped to the lips 
in poverty and anothtr class barely 
able to keep the wolf from the door 
with, their most strenuous efforts. This 
is especially true of the more distant 
outporta. Almost every one who knows 
anvthin<: of the outports could n.nino 
places where this unhappy .ytate of 
things prevails. In Oaptain Kennedy's 
new book he speaks in strong and feel- 
ing terms of the numbers ho met with 
in cruising round tlie island, anrl parti- 
cularly on the Bo called "Frencii Shore, 
whose condition he descriljcs as de- 
plorably wretched. Thirty live thou- 
sand were added to the population dur- 
ing the last ten years. At tlie same 
rate of increase— 22 per cent— 4.'UM(; 
will be added to the [jopulation during 
the next ten years, and we shall then 
number 210,3-10. Is there the smallest 
probability that the fisheries will ex- 
pand so as to provide bread for tliis 
increasel The average catch nt present 
is little more than it was 20 or 30 years 
ago; and were it not that the price has 
almost doubled during the last fifteen 
years, while the price of provisions and 
the general cost of living have been 
greatly lessened, there would l^e a sad 
tale to tell. But now the price of fish is 
falling, and should this continue, very 
serious results may be np])reliended. 
Even is this decline in price should 
prove to be only temporary there still 
remains the dilhoult and pressing [iro- 
blem'-what is to be dwie with increas- 
ing population and stationary lisheries? 
How are the increasing number of 
mouths to be (illed? iipw can the coun 
try prevent an annually increasing 
number from drifting into pauperism'? 
It will not do to say let the surj)iua 
emigrate and find a living elsewhere, 
because it is not the pauprriz.eil class 
who emigrate — they can not do so for 
wantof means. 'J'hose who leavu^are the 
young, the energetic and enterprising. 
The did, the feeble and the spiritless 
and irnpoverished are those wheeling 
to the soil. Emigration is a very doubt- 
ful remedy for an over [lupulated and 
impoverished country, aw the condition 
of Ireland to-day prove.s. It is for the 
most part the flower of the people who 
emigrate, and their departure does not 
improve the condition of those who ro 
main. Thus is raised a difficult pro- 
blem which we cannot ignore or i)Ut 
aside — which we must; look steadily in 
the face. It is one which confrot\ta 
every governmeot and which tliey can- 
not shirk unless by faithlessness to a 
high triist. They must grapple with it 
or perish. Only for a short time can 
they temporize and put ofl' the evil 
day. To the government which has 
just assumed otlice, and to. the newly- 
elected house of assembly, the problem 
presents itself with increasing force, 
and presses for a solution. How are the 
hungry to be fed? How are the increas- 
ing thoitsands to find employment? How 
are they to be kept out of the gulf of 
pauperism? Ho.w ai-e the great natural 
resources of ■'the■i^^^^nd to be turned to 
account? 



TBE "Jr. \V." LETTER. 

'The calm, argumentative and convinc - 
ing letter of "W. \V." in T/if ColonUt oi 
yeatorday has thoroughly demoliahed the 
Victoria edition of the Coal Harbor 
Times and its writers. The communica- 
tion was directed more particularly at the 
silly production of "Amicua," but it will 
servo a.s well as a wholesome lesson to our 
evening contemporary, who soidoni 
missus an opportunity of speaking dia- 
parngingly of tho prospects of Victoria, 
while in tho same breath it lauda the 
future of Coal Harbor (which Mr. Van 
Home has stated will at boat be but a 
temporary stopping place of the terminua) 
to tho skies, Aa few Victorians have as 
yet read Amicm's creed it haa been aug- 
goatod that it bo given the wider publicity 
of an insertion in The C'ulo)iist. This sug- 
gestion we may adopt aoiuo day. At 
present wo must content ourselves by ad- 
vising all who have not yet read "W. 
W.'a" letter to do so. It will well repay 
perusal. Statistics are produced which 
show that the bulk of the trade of Vic- 
toria cannot be afFocted by the opening 
of tho C. P. railway. The concluding or 
auraming up of tho letter is worth repro- 
ducing. Here it ia : 

"Assuming, for the sako of argument, 
tliat the 0. P. II. obtains the whole trallic 
of the mainland in eastern goods import- 
ed, the result would only bo that Victoria 
would lose half a million out of her four 
and a half millions of imports, or about 
ulevon per cent, instead of losing three 
milliona or seventy-five per cent, aa claim- 
ed by 'A nuous' without any proof what- 
ever."

To TiiE EnrroR;— In this ])ro\'inco any 
one who \s honest enough to speak or 
write with Inlcratinn nbcnt thu Olunesa is 
aa sure to create an uproar aa Diacord was 
when she throw the applo among tlie 
crowd of godcBses; to write ottierwise 
than in terms of hatred and abhurronco 
about tho Chinoao haa tho same etl'oot on 
tho anti-Chinoso fanatics that waving a 
red flag haa in a herd of Mo.xican catllo. 
But neither tho argunieiifs nor the vitup- 
eration of my aaaailants have in the8lij.;ht- 
est degree tended to modify the opinions 1 
e.tpreased in my former letter. I hold 
that I have taken a correct and unbiassed 
view of the question, and tho calm and 
dispassionate tone of my communication 
19 in very striking contrast with thu rav- 
ings of my opponents. 

In the tirst place, I would observe that 
a great deal o' saroaam haa been utterly 
watted, because I am not the person they 
take mo to be — T havo no connection what- 
ever with tho governraunt. It was acci- 
dental that the communication was sent 
to 27ie Coloniist; what delerniiuud me to 
do SB was this: I have found by exper- 
ience that one haa rathor more latitude 
for ex proBsing one's opinions in this jour- 
nal than in some of the others. 
> It is unnecessary for me to defend that 
part of my letter in which I alluded to the 
exeitiona made by the provincial govern- 
ment to got an anti-Chinoso bill p.iased, 
because I see that others have done it 
more etl'octively than I can do hero in thu 
country, without tho requisite books and 
papers to rofor to. But I will notice one 
statement of my oppononts. It is said 
(untruly) that no inombor of the goveni- 
uiont f^avo evidonco b(!fore the Chinese 
commisaion. I believe that two gnve 
their testimony. Uut auppoao that any 
person neglected to oli'ur hia evidence, 
that does not show that he was indili'er- 
ent in the matter. I have not the report 
of thOiOhineao ctmimission before me.butif 
I romeinber rightly, Mr. Shakespeare did not 
give evidence; he ia certainlya most sincere 
and energetic opponent of the Chineao. 
It ia well known why many pooplo ab- 
stained from going before the commis- 
sion; it was because they considered that 
tho auti-Chineae party was not represent- 
ed in it, and that there would not bo an 
honest and impartial investigation. I 
myself wrote to this paper, objecting to 
the personnel of the ooramiaaion and in- 
timating that, in my opinion, the investi- 
"atinn would be a complete farce. I re- 
c'lUect, however, that 2^he Colonist sovero- 
ly censured this abstention from" giving 
evidence. How is it that tho disputants 
on tho other side, who pretend to bo so 
accurate, have omitted to mention this 
little fact? 

Almost every 8tatem.ent I made in my 
former communication was controverted, 
but I will merely touch on one point It 
is mainly a matter of historical interest. 
I expreaaed tho opinion that, if thu Chi- 
nese' adopted modern military improve- 
inonta they would by their numbers be- 
come a great power in Asia. This was 
ridiculed as preposterous. The same 
opinion, however, has been maintained 
by great military authorities. It ia related 
of the tirst Napoleon that, when a<jnio of 
hia odicera were discussing the expediency 
(if a European power attempting the con- 
(iiicat of China, he deprecated this idea, 
saying: "There are too many of them 
(tho Chinese); if thoy learn our art of 
war they will overwhelm us and destroy 
our western civilization." There is no 
doubt of tho intelligence of the Chinese, 
and their consequent ability to learn from 
]']urupeans their arts of war as well as of 
peace. The (piustion is: Can the work- 
ing classes uf China bo trained to become 
good soldiorsi On this point there is the 
favorable evidence of General {inrdoii 
and of the British officers who tocik part 
in the last war with China. 'J'lu^ro is 
some mention of this in the_ Report of the 
Chineao Commission, but it may be read 
in Boulger's History of China. Accord- 
ing to tho papers, during tho late war in 
Tonquin, the Chinese troops inflicted at 
least one defeat on the French. 

What Is there in the history of the 
Mongolian race which makes it imprubable 
that they may become formidable when 
on a par with Europeans in military 
equipment? It was after a series of un- 
successful wnrs with China that the Huna 
emi.grated fruin easturi: In western Asia, 
whence they subaeqaeiitly invaded and 
overran Europe. The Mongolians should 
certainly be equal to the Sepoys, because 
it is well known that they conquered In- 
dia. Tho great Mogul was a lineal des- 
cendant of Timour, under whose leader- 
ship tho Mongols not only conquered f'or- 
sia and India, but at Ancyra utterly van- 
quishod the Turks when at the height of 
their mililary reputation. The present 
comparative wonknesa of China and the 
Mongol tribes of Central Asia miiat bu 
attributed to their having been isolated 
for ages, and thus having failed to become 
skiUed in tho modern system of warfare.

Autumn Assizes, 

(Botore Hon. Mr. Justice Qray.) 

THIRD DAY. 

Weonesdav, Nov. 25. 
Reg. vs. Yorke. — In continuance of the 
croaa-exoitiinalion of Benj. Pettingill, the 

witness deposed, amongst other niattors, 
that ho bad sold some of Vork.!'s cljih-.'s 
after he had left; had not worn Y..rke's 
hat in tl'.e police court. Mr, D. Creen 
had insisted upon his v.icating proinir.c:; 
runted from him, but not because of hia 
having tried to "ring" him into a poker 
game; had never proposed to J. R. Tait 
to run up h:uids at cards and swindle 
Johnstm and Lirecn out of their money; 
people had not begun to cliall him about 
thu priip"st(i pr'isocution. 

To .Mr. .^Ii!I:J — The roiison I gave you 
for not pressing thu matter was because 
it would create a scandal, and bo a dis- 
grace upon Yorko's friends. 

Mr.T. D.ivie — You had a lot of coii- 
sideratioi; fur them, of course. 

iMr. Mills (to tlu) bench)— -1 should not 
bo aurpriaed to liear Mr. Davie say, at 
leaat 1 am anticipating hearing him say 
that this is a blackminling caae. 

Mr. Davie — So it is. 

Mr. Mills (to v.-itnesa)— What was tho 
date of your niarringo I 

Mr. Davie — Your lordshii), this is ut- 
terly irrelevant — it haa no connection 
with the case. 

His lordahip— I myself cannot see how 
this allects tho case. No one has said 
that the proaooutrix waa never married 
to the witness. 

Mr. Davie — Tho fact of the matter ia, 
Mrs rettingillpinwittingly inado a uiislako 
ill the diile of her marriage, which orror 
she afterwards reetilied and iMr. l\Iills 
evidently tlunka i am going to take ad- 
vantage uf that mistake by casting a re- 
flection upon the prosecutrix' character. 
If Mr. Mdla thinks I am capable of such 
dirty low -lived trieks he is greatly mis- 
taken, 'i'liere will be nothing of the kind 
brought up iu regard to her. 

Uis lurJsliip (to Mr. Mills) — That 
should bo c;noui;h to satisfy you, and lot 
this particular ipieation drop. 

Mr. MiU.H— Yea; but there has been a 
good deal spnkoii at street cornura. 

His lord.ilii[i— Hut, Mr. Mills, we aro 
liot trying what was saul at street corners. 

lOdward Cli.cla deposed hearing Yorke 
say to Mrs. I't-ttingiU : "You aro labor- 
ing under a gre.'U uiiblake.,' Yorku did 
not in witness' hearing call her a liar. 
Witness advi.sed bun to go whon ho said, 
''Dry up, ur I will get my Irish up," to 
which Witney's re[.ilied: "If you do I will 
get my Uulch np " (Lnuiihter ) Yurke 
then said he would go up-staira and get a 
few things and then leave the house. 

His lordship— I am Ldad the national 
dililoiiliy vN.in stlLled. (Laughter) 

Witnesa — Y orke then caino down and 
a.iid, '"Mrs I'etlinuiH, here ia niy latch- 
key. Y'ou aro laboring under a great mis 
take and will bo sorry for it." He after- 
wards wont down town. 

To Mr. Davio — The policeman was 
sent for to uet Yorke out of the hioise. 

Mra. G. Howe deposed to Mra. I'ettin- 
gill having told her lliat when Yorke en- 
tered tho bedroiun ho laid hia hand over 
her (prosecutrix) muutlT, but waa not sure 
whether ho put hia leg over the bed or 
not. Mrs. Pettingill said she had told 
Yorke to blow out the lamp in the hall. 

To Mr. Davio— I think Mrs. Pettingill 
said she -screaiiied for -Mr. Mowo before 
Yorke put hi.-i hand on her miaith. 

Cleurgn llowe deposed to having snon 
Yurke twico on the t.'2nd Auijuat, on tlio 
latter oceasion ;>l)oiit 1 o'clock (Ui Yatos 
street. I told him tnatl had aeen I'otlin 
gill, and thought the only way he would 
auttlo it would be by Yorke leaving tho 
conn try, Had seen Pettingill before he 
saw hiin with Mills at 5 o'clock in tho 
afternoon. 

To Mr. Davie— I saw Pettingill on the 
steps aa he was going into his house. 
Yorke ltdd me that it was a nii'iiey game 
111 tho caur^-i- of a einu-eraation with .Mrs, 
Pottiii'.'ill sl'.u told iiie tiiat when Yorke 
was coining u[) stairs, or shortly after ho 
came in the house, she t'dil him to put 
the light out. She alao said she could not 
swear he put his leg over the bed, Slio 
said nothing to mo about his springing on 
tho bed. ( To Mr. ?d ills) - Hlis told me 
this the nc:xi. morning al)out 9 o'clock. 
(To Mr. Bond) — I know imthing iib.iut 
the alarm except thit Mrs. Pettingill tcild 
me she said ti' Yoike that her husband 
had g(Uie to Niuiaimn and th»t the alarm 
clock was set ready for the morning. The 
iiu]ir>'saioii left on my mind is that this 
took place after the lamp had been blown 
out, 

.John Lowonatein deposed that Mrs. 
I'otiiugill said nothing of Yorke springing 
on the bed, but had stated ahe told him 
to blow out the lamp. 

.-Vfter the court adjourned from 1 p. m. 
t'^ 2 p. m., 

Jirome Woods deposed to having gone 
for a policeman after Yorke had left tho 
houae. 

Ofhcora Sheppard, Hooaen, Lindasy 
and Grant were called with regard to tho 

prisoner's arrest and the dale of issue of 
warrants. 

'Ibis closed the caae for the prosecu- 
tion. 

Mr. D.ivirt said, before going to the 
jury, ho had an application to make to 
hia lordship. Under 43 Vict., chap. 37, 
in caaea uf coniiiion assault or assault and 
battery, defeiidaiil is allowed to give 
uvideiice iu hi.s own l)eha!f, but in cases 
as in the iircrsimt, whore a more aei-ioiis 
charge ia included, the statute permits the 
bench if it thinks tlie more aeriuua charge 
has nut been, in the court's opinion, 
sufficiently substantiated, to allow tho 
prisoner to go into the box and give 
evidence in his own behalf. Counsel 
pointed out that tliu law stipulated that 
before it waa oouipoteiit to commit for at- 
tempted rape it must be established that 
prisoner not only intended to gratify his 
jjaasions but intended to do .to notwith- 
standing any resistance on her part. Now, 
tho cvidonce of tho ])rosecutrix herself 
wei.i to shuw that she had not been even 
molesnd after Hcreaming, but that 
prisoner iiniiicdiately desisted. The law 
in this instance allowed the judge to put 
himself in tho position of a jury^and say 
at this stage whether he considered there 
had been anything more cstablisned than 
a cominuii as.iault, so that if deeming no 
more than that had been established the 
defendant \-,ould 'be allowed to testify in 
his own behalf. • 

Counsel for defence in urging this point 
and the seriousness of the charge feraarlr- 
ud: "You know what it is, your lordship, 
to attempt rape I" 

His lordship (vehoinently)— Indeed I 
do not 1 (Laugh er.) 

Mr. T. L'avio— I don't mean from prac- 
tical experience. I waa speaking of the 
legal sense of the term. 

Mr. Davio still pressed tho point, but 
his lordship declined on the ground that 
the question of intent was emphatically 
one for tho jury. Point reserved at tho 
request of Mr. T. Davio, 

Mr. T. Davio, in addressing the jsry, 
said the whole charge as laid was one of 
tho most trumpery ever brought in a court 
of law — not the crime of rape in itself, but 



• li regard to the charge as ttowlaid. So far as 

rapa and attempt to commit rape related 
to tlio criminal intent of a prisoner thoy 
were the same, llapo, ho considered, tho 
mostheinousoffenco in law; but there were 
other offences not so great; there waa se- 
duction, which differed from rape in that 
it^iyaa gratifying tho desires. by fraud in- 
stead of force. There were alao cases of 
solicitation made either from real oi 
fancied eiicouragoiaent. It waa not hia 
ii:tention to unduly drag Mrs. I'ettin- 
gill'a iKune before them, but to do his 
diity aa between the crown and prisoner. 
Yorke had been a long time in the house 
of Pettingill who, owing to his business of 
a saloon keeper, must have been away 
aoraetimca nearly all night, and yot it did 
not seem to have oceurred to Yorko to 
even hint anything improper to IMrs. Pot- 
tingill. Very much had boon pressed on 
the part of thu prosecution by attempting 
to create projudiuo against Yorke to tho 
effect that he had tried to settle the affair 
with money, and that he waa a trouble- 
some follow. Ho could very well under- 
siand how any person, be ho ever so in- 
nocent, would be glad to pay money to 
avoid the ignominy that irresistibly at- 
tached itaulf to a prosecution of this na- 
ture. There had been side isauea to create 
sympathy for the prosecution. Why, he 
would ask, were the two little children of 
Mrs. Pettingill brought into court tho day 
before ! and why did their mother ao af- 
fectinoly adjust their hats and woep over 
them I Simply to cruato sympathy. Tho 
jury were familiar with tho famous narra- 
tion of tho trial of BardoU and Pickwick, 
where Mr. Dodson brought in tho plain- 
tilFs umbrella, Mr, Fogg brought in the 
pattens, and Mrs. Cluppins came in with 
Mra. Bardoll'a littlo boy for tho mother to 
eiulirace and weep over — all for sympathy. 
But the attempt to croatu it in a caae so 
serious as the present was a most disrep- 
utable tactic to adopt. Counsel pointed 
out several disorepanciBS in the prosecu- 
trix' evidence in the police court and that 
given later. It waa wull known that 
women wore hysterical, and he thought 
tiiat prosecutrix made u)) her mind to havo 
a scene when all danger waa over, and for 
that Dur|)08e ran down stairs and scream- 
ed until ahe got her neighbors in. Sho 
had admitted tlnu Yorko had left the 
room volinitarily and yot after he had 
done so, instead of her saying, "Look 
here; I am nut the sort of woman you 
think I aui; leavo tho houae," like a 
sensible woman would have done and 
have prevented anything being hoard 
about It, and prevented her name being 
bandied about, alio had roused thu whole 
neighborhood. Ho was not disposed to 
say ahe iuul come into court prepared to 
fi'.vear lo a deliberate falaolioud; ho as- 
cribed the diH'oroiico in what sho stated 
now and had stated before as being due 
to her mercurial, excitable disposition. 
What was tho motive for tho prosocution I 
for there must have been a luntivo, 
Principally it waa tho desiro to get Yorks 
out of tho country, and tho foundation of 
that desiro was beoauso he was a rival to 
Mc.Allep, who had on friendly and busi- 
ness rulations with Pettingill. In the caae 
of such a grave offence as charged what 
husband sulfering under a deep sanso of 
injury "uuld y.) to a lawyer I He would 
know well enough that it was to a police- 
man or magistrate ho should go aud lay 
the ehcrgo, not lo iiak ad-.'ico. Yorko did 
go away — ho did not disguise the fact — 
to allow tho affair to blow over. Who 
would not go away to avoid being black- 
mailed ? Tho defendant naturally wished 
to avoid huuh a proseeut ion, but it having 
come on he had to face it like a man. Tho 
jury could not fail to remember that not 
until long after the occurrence v.'as there 
any auggeation of attempted rape. The 
case had gradually dwindled down to one 
of coinmtm assault and, above all, he 
would auk them to have the courage of 
their I'wu opini iiis. Blamoworthj' tho 
defendant might have boon, foolish ho 
may havo been, but oriminul he certainly 
was not. Counsel concluded by asking the 
jury to give tho case that consideration 
which honest men, such as ho hoped and 
believed them to be would, and if they 
did so, ho would have no cause to be dia- 
saliaGed with tho verdict. 

David Qreen was called on behalf of 
the defence, and deposed that he would 
not believe B. Pettingill upon oath. Wit- 
ness was proceeding to state reasons, but 
the judge stopped the evidence as being 
irrelevont to the case. 

Mr. Davio propnaed to call other wit- 
nesses ao to tho character of Pettingill 
and his design on Mr. Qreen, referred to 
in his crnsa-examination, but the judge 
ruled this evidence out also. 

i\tr. Mills, fur tho prosuoution, said that 
i\Ir. Pettiiiijill had come into court to 
protect the honor of hia wife and tho 
mother of his children. It waa truo thoro 
waa a sli;;ht variation in tho evidence of 
Airs. Pettingill, but while there was a 
circumstantial variation, there was a sub- 
stantia! agreement. The only conclusion 
to coioe to as to why Yorko wont away 
was because ho was guilty The state- 
ineiit that the i)ru.'>ecutiun waa a black- 
mailing one WMb fal.-io. Money was never 
dreamt of, and the only- reason for hesi- 
tatiiui was a kiiowledgo of the ordeal and 
scandal which would arise, Reflections 
had beiui cast upon the prosecutor and his 
wifi!, but had any accii.^ation been over 
brougl t ag.-unsl uitlier I'ettingill or his 
wife — of his voracity, or of her chastity? 
If the jury came to tho conclusion that 
tho prisoner had made the attempt with 
the intent of c;irrying out hia purpose in 
any event, he would ask for a verdict to 
that ell'ect. If thuy could not do this, 
then let them bring m a verdict of com- 
uum assault; but ho would aak them to 
find against the defendant ou the Grat 
count. ' ■ : 

Tho court then adjourned till 10 a. m. 
to-day (Thursdiiy), when the judge will 
commcncu suiumiiig-up on the case.

Tlie Ne%v Indastr^Preimred for 
"--^ Maikufactui'liig? - 



Where the Rice Comes Fi-oiu 
and How Treated. _ 

Au Important A'ddftion to^ Vic- 
toria Industries. 

The Victoria rice mill is now ready for 
operation, and only awaits the arrival of 
an overdue ship to commence the cleaning 
of rice and manufacture of flour and other 
products. Tho mill is owned by the 
Mount Royal Milling company, of Mon- 
treal, who own and operate the largest 
mill on the continent, situated lit Goto do 
Noigo, a suburb of Muntieiil. The mem- 
bora of the company who are at present 
in tho city are Messrs. D. W. Ross and 
Thos. B. Hall, the latter of . whom will 
reside permanently in Victoria and con- 
duct the bnsiness here. 

Thinking that a slight description of 
the premises and tho 

.MANnFAUTUllE OF RICK 

would interest the readers of The Culnnht, 
a roprerontative called down yeiturday 
afternoon at the mill on Store street, and 
found Mr. Roas in tho en;jino room. The 
103 hon.o-powor Corliss, built by Laurie of 
Montreal, was in motion, producing by its 
mighty throbs tho necessary power. The 
engine ia of the latest modern make, all 
wearing parts being of phosphor bronzo, a 
metiii almost impossible to wear out, iind 
tho movement of tho valves auoh that 
only tho quantity of steam demanded by 
tho machinery used, the feed valve being 
opened or olosnd a.s the call for power in- 
creases or diminishes. Tho engine is 
probably tho first north of San Francisco, 
and does nni causo the least vibration by 
its workint;. It is situated in a detached 
brick building,

being placed immediately next it on a 
lower bed. These aro provided with the 
Jarvia furnace and grate which will burn 
iilmost anything, and Korting injectors, 
while a Laurie pump is also used when 
necessary to pump Water for making 
steam. Iron pipes also connect from this 
with every flat in the building for tire pur- 
puaea, the pump having connootion with 
the waters nf tho .-Vrni, nnd ablo to force 
a stream to 11 height of one hundred feet, 
so fire protection is ample. 

Dickson it Campbell's wharf has given 
spacious facilities for the discharge of tho 
rough rice from sailing vessels to cars and 
taken to tho elevator, <7hioh at once car- 
ries it to tho top floor, from whence it 
again reaches the floor by gravitation, and 
ia again and again 

BAI.SEl) AN'I) LOWKUEI), 

passing through the various machinery 
until it either becomes briglit, white, 
marketable rice or flour, never being 
touched by hand during tiia whole process. 
In fact, rice milling ia very similar to that 
of modern flour milling. 

The groat flywheel of the engine is 20 
feet in diameter and tl tons in wuii^ht, tho 
diameter of the main driving shaft being 
G inches. Everything is done by power, 
rice traveling from lower to topmost flat 
eight timea, Contrary to general-opinion 
the cleaning of rice is a delicate opera- 
tion, and one requiring the utmost care 
to succeaafuUy aecumpliah; a grain of rice 
if broken in two ia of half its former 
value. After hulling is finished the 

PROUKSa UGALLY ON^Y BBOINS. 

Two hulling disks are on the second flat, 
where the rice is hulled, after which it ia 
carried to to a aeries of sizora, tlecortica- 
tors, brushes, comba, polishers and 
sievers, coming out white rice at the bag- 
ging sieve. The rice is ground in a 4 foot 
French burr, and i.-i passed through silk 
bolts. 

BosiJoB those varied mrichinea there ia 
a 5 foot Peak stone for grinding and feed 
purposes, and an intricate amount of ma- 
chinery for flnishing and dressing meals. 
The meal is regarded as a very valuabla 
article for cattle food. In England and 
the continent there is market for thou- 
smda of tuna of it for cattle feeding pur- 
poses. The other offala are used largely 
m the manufacture of rice starch. 

Tho ship Woimysa Uasllo ia now two 
weeks overdue, and brings 1000 tons of 
rough rice from ^Hongkong Another 
vessel will start about the first of the 
year, and it is expected that 

riVE OH 81i VK.iSKLa 

will be engaged in the work of carrying 
tho rice from China to the mill. Tho 
company expect to supply the imrket for 
rice between thia point and Winnipeg, and 
will be able to lay it down cheaper than 
from their mill at Montreal, owing to the 
cheap sailing vessel freight rates to this 
port; whereas in Montreal their rice is 
freighted by ocean steamer of largo ton- 
nage via the Suez canal at a much higher 
rate, and navigation then but six months 
in the year. 

TMK FACILITIES rOSSSKS.SKD 

by the company here for shipping and un- 
loading are excellent, Dickson, Campbell 
it Co,'» wharf and the extensive mill be- 
ing most convenient and bringing tho cost 
of handling; the rough and manafiicturod 
rice to a minimum. The mill occupies four 
flats, and it is thought that 20 or 25 men 
will be constantly employed. Though the 
Victoria mill is small in comparison with 
the one at Montreal, it is complete up to 
the latest thing in rice milling, and Mr. 
Ross thinks it tho moat perfect in tho 
world, having visited nearly all the Eng- 
lish mills. As soon as the demand war- 
runts it the mill will be enlarged and rice 
products manufactured other than those 
at present to be turned out. 

THE MONTUEAL MILL 

is the only one in the east, north of Wil- 
mington, North Carolina, and supplies 
the whole eastern Canadian market, and 
exports considerable to the United States 
and elsewhere. At tho oaatorn mill all 
the numerous products of rico aro manu- 
factured including a veiy fmo preparation 
known as "Rizona" which has largely 
superseded corn starch for custards, cakes, 
puddings, etc. Rice flour in large quan- 
tity ia shipped to Chicago and Milwaukee 
from Montreal by the St. Lawrence river 
and groat lakes at which cities it is used 
in the manufacturo of lager and weias 
beer. 

Tho establishment of the new industry 
in Victoria ia significant and auggoats the 
great probability nf 

OTHER MANOi'ACTURE.S 

being added. The facilities for manufac- 
turing hero are extensive, and it only re- 
quires energy and enterprise on tho part 
of the citizens of Victoria to make thia 
the manufacturing centre for British Col- 
umbia. There are other industries of a 
lessor or greater magnitude which might 
be safely started here at tho present time, 
which, while making Victoria wealthy and 
populous, would also fairly remunerate 
their projectors. -

Ic ia ulao 
stated that if King Milan ia victorious ho 
will agree to an armistice, ao as to allow 
a conference of the powcra. 

London, Nov. 23.— .'\ telegram from 
Sofia says that the Servians bombarded 
Widdin and that tho city ia on fire. 

The bombardment of Widdin continued 
for an hour, without any deciaive result. 
The Bulgarians replied vigorously to tho 
Servian fire. 

Dau.m.stadt, Nov. 23. — Prince .\lexan- 
der haa sent a dispatch to his father, say- 
ing: "Wo fuuglit all Sunday and spent 
tho night on Dragoman heights, which we 
carried liy storm. The fighting continues 
to-day in the direction of T-saribrod." 

OoN.STANTiNoi'LE, Nov, 23. — Priiico Al- 
exander has requested that the porto 
postpone sending a commi.ssionor tc I'^ast- 
em Roumolia until the termination of the 
war. He says that as a soldier he can 
only propoao an armistice when in Servian 
territory. 

London, Nov. 23,— A dispatuh to the 
Standard from Soleiici, opposite Slivnitza, 
dated 1 o'clock Monday morning, states 
that King Milan and Premier Oarchini 
had arrived at headquarters , The Servian 
army was drawn up facing the oiiomy and 
was preparing for a final attempt to break 
through and force its way to Sofia. 

London, Nov, 24.— A dispatch from 
\'ienna to the Timea says that Russia and 
England have induced the porte to dis- 
patch a note to Servia to-morrow counsel- 
ing King Mihin to stop the war. 

The Servian war reports are unreliable. 
All correspondents are excluded from the 
Servian linea, except two Austrian corre- 
spondents, whoso dispatches aro "cooked." 

A dispatch from Belgrade to the Daily 
Telegraph says: The Servians have evac- 
uated all the positions hitherto held by 
them. Dragoman, Breanik, Perklik and 
Tzvar arp in the hands of the Bulgarians. 
The Servians are still retiring. Ic is 
stated that the Bulgarian cavalary have 
occupied Tsaribrod. 

A Belgrade dispatch, dated Monday 
evening, says that yesterday's dispatch 
from Pirot makes no mention of the Bul- 
garians having Taaribrod. 

Belorade, Nov. 2-t.— King Milan was 
forced to retreat by the failure of tho 
corainiflsariat service. He will remain on 
duty at the frontier until the arrival of 
General Lespjanin'a division and the re- 
serves. Wounded soldiers have been ar- 
riving continually since Sunday morning, 
i Every available vehicle is utilized for 
transportation purposes. 

London, Nov. 23.— So far as can bo 
judged from the conflicting telegrams the 
situation at the seat of war is as follows: 
Prince .-Mexander has hold at hay tho iSIo- 
rava and Shumla divisions, which were 
advancing via iiadomir, and pi-ovenlod 
them from joining the Drina and Danube 
divisions. He h.-is driven tho latter back 
from Dragoman. Tho Morava and Shum- 
la divisions still bold their , positions, and 
are probably commanded by King Milan. 
The people of Belgrade are anxious as to 
how the Servians will escape defeat. Tho 
Servian raveraes are attributed to the 
blunders made by the favorites of King 
Milan who are in command . 

Athen-s, Nov. 23,— Genaral Sapundakie 
is commander of the First army corps, 
which is oncamped at Larissa, waiting 
orders to cross the frontier and advance 
on Salonica. Tho Greeks in Luwor Ma- 
cedonia are rising and tormiiig a force of 
irregular troops.

Chasing the Pipe-Line Scraper. 
[Olean (N. Y.) Cor. Now York Sun.l 

One of tbe many odd callings which the 
production and pipe-line transportation of 
petroleum have made necessary, is ona 
known as "cbasinjf the acraper. " Crude 
petroleum ia run from the oil regions to 
»,iv« '•'iS'aOi':"!^ at the seaboard, a distance 
of ;iOO miles, iu Irwi pipes. It is forced 
Dver tin '"igh liill.s that intervene by 
pDTOcriui puinpik. Much of the way it 
runs by its own ;,'r;ivity. The.so pipes ar( 
(.or itautly bccominu; cloggwi by seUimoul 
and paratlino. 

The clean thcni out on iron stem, two 
feet and a lialf long, to which are at- 
tached circular steel scraners, lilting 
loosely in tbe pipes, is placea in tbe pipe 
at regular perioiis. Thi.s is forced along 
tho line by the jire-ssuro of tbe oil behind 
it It is necessary to keep track of thia 
bcrapcr, in order that l^-a exact location 
may bo constantly Icntvvo. so that if it Is 
stojjpod by any obstaelo it may be readily 
discovered and the ob3tui;le removed. The 
noise made by the scraper aj^ainst the 
iron pipes as it movch along their interior 
would not be heanl by an untrained ear, 
but certain employes of tbe Pint 
Jiine company are Able to follow it ouiH 
jourjjcy by the uoiBf . and never lose its^l 
tuition. These men aru the scrajjer ehasers. 
They are stationed ir rehtys three or four 
miles apart along the line. One cliusef 
will follow up and dciwn niounlaiiit. 
across ravines, and through streams and 
swamps until be reaches tbe end of his 
section, when another man takes up tha 
chase a.ul follows it until his relief i^ 
reached, and so ou until the course of th« 
acraper is run. 

The work is one of hardship and 
danger, owing to tho cliaracter of the 
country through which mile.« ot the pli)e 
line is laid. If a cli,a.s^7 2iy any mishap If 
thrown oft' the traft^.of the scraper and it 
becomes cloggod belore he can recover its 
position in the pipe, tho cutting of tbe 
pipe fb'r long distances is fretiuently made 
necessary, that the missing object may be 
found — a T-ork that is accompanied* by 
much expense and labor. 

The Martin Kuszta Afl'alr. 
[Inter Oi'onn.l 

Martin Koszta had been one of the 
leaders in tlie Hungarian revolution 
against Austria in LSI!). After the re- 
bellion had been suspended be lied to 
Turkey for refuge. Tlie Austrian gov- 
ernment deinanded him from tbe Turks, 
but tlio poito refused to give him up, 
though, after some correspondence on the 
subject, it was agreed to e\ile bim, 
permanently to some foreign land. Ho 
chose to be sent to the United Slates, and 
came to New York and took otit iiartial 
papers of naturalisation during bia stay. 

In 185-1 Kosztu returned to Turkey, 
contrary to his promises to tho porte. At 
Smyrna lie received a pn.ssport from the 
American consul and went ashore. Tho 
Austrian consul at Smyrna, bearing of 
the exile's presence there, and having no 

Eowor to arrest him on shore, hired some 
audits to throw him into the bay, whore 
'1 boat picked bim up and convoyed biin 
on board an Austrian frigate. C'apt. 
Duncan Ingrabam. United Stales navy, 
was at anchor in the bay with the Ameri- 
can sloop St Louis, and he forthwith or- 
dered his guns loaded and pointed at the 
Austrian vessel, threatening to tire into 
her If Koszta was not Immediately sur- 
rendered ii to tho charge of the i-'rench 
consul Tbe Austrian captaiu yielded tbe 
pointjind ^avo up the prisoner. 

The affair ^ve rise to a long discussion 
between Baron Huls^man, tbe Austrian 
ninister at. Washington, apd William L. 
Matey, the American secretary of state. 
Secretary Jlarcy got tbe best of the argu- 
ment and Koszta was restored to the 
United States.
